I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  t./entyfirst  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration. 

Vital  Statistics 

'The  steady  growth  in  population  continued  during  1967*  The  increase 
of  840  was  more  or  less  of  the  same  order  as  that  of  previous  years. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate,  even  when  adjusted  for  comparison  for  other  areas, 
fallswell  short  of  the  national  figure  which  is  itself  falling  steadily. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  for  the  district  is  fractionally  higher  than  the  rate 
for  Lngland  and  Aales  and  is  in  line  with  the  rates  for  previous  years. 

Deaths  during  I967  totalled  412  with  the  sexes  fairly  evenly  divided. 

This  gives  a rate  which  is  well  below  the  national  figure  and  undoubtedly 
reflects  the  increasing  expectation  of  life  in  the  population  and  also  the 
salubrious  nattire  of  the  climate.  Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  with  a 
xotal  of  7 remained  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  previous  years. 

The  causes  of  death  are  set  out  in  the  tables  and  conform  to  the  general 
paxtern  of  the  past  five  years.  The  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  show  a proportional  decrease  over  I966,  but  the  malignant  diseases 
have  increased  slightly.  Violence  of  one  form  or  another,  including  accidents, 

rose  to  a total  of  29  in  19^7  - an  increase  of  10.  The  causes of  death  of  - 

infants  under  1 year  of  age  were,  in  the  main,  due  to  congenital  defects. 

ITotifiable  Diseases 

A total  of  nearly  6OO  cases  of  non-tuberculous  notifiable  disease  were 
reported  in  xhe  district  dujring  the  year.  This  is  the  highest  figure  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  tables  relating  to  these  figures  sho  / the  distribution 
of  xhe  cases  according  to  type,  date  and  area.  It  will  be  observed  that 
measles  accounts  for  47  cent  of  the  notifications.  This,  as  is  usual, 
was  spread  over  the  spring  months  of  the  year  and  was  fairly  general  over 
the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  last  big  outbreak  of  this 
complaint,  as  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
measles  was  starting. 

Dj'sentery  of  the  Sonne  type  was  also  prominent  during  the  year.  This 
infection  carries  little  danger  these  days  but  has  a high  nuisc.nce  value  “Then 
it  becomes  prevalent  in  a community  and  the  control  is  always  difficult  and 
at  times  disappointing  in  results. 
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In  1967  there  ■were  three  distinct  outbreaks  = In  point  of  tirao  the  first 
outbreak  centred  around  Bucklesham  during  February  but  by  llarch  this  r/as 
practically  eliminated.  In  April  and  May,  hovTevor,  rather  3ra,dually  at  first,, 
but  ^ith  increasing  frequence,  ca,ses  were  found  in  Kesgrave  and  the  surrounding 
parishes.  I think  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  infection  here  v;as  a, 
result  of  transfers  from  Bucklesham.  By  the  end  of  June  most  of  this  infection 
had  been  eliminated  a-nd  there  was  a,  gap  until  the  end  of  the  jqsx  vdien  in 
December  cases  a.piDoaxod  at  Grundisburgh.  This  outbreak  certcainly  had  no 
relationship  with  the  previous  ones. 


Appea,rancGs  suggest  that  this  tj'pe  of  Dysentery  is  becoming  more  prevalent, 
in  this  area  a.t  least,  .idiether  this  is  a true  increase  or  is  due  to  a mor^ 
efficient  detection  of  cases  is  a moot  point.  In  my  opinion,  our  methods  of 
searching  out  ceases  and  the  invostiga.tion  of  contacts  is  revealing  cases  which 
years  ago  would  have  passed  unnoticed,  but  I also  feel  that  the  incree.sing 
use  of  communal  feeding  means  that  vdien  a breakdown  in  food  hygiene  occurs, 
any  food  infection  can  spread  more  easily  and  rapidly. 

One  case  of  Anthrajt  was  brought  to  light.  A slaughterman  in  a Knaclcers 
Yard  had  a sore  on  liis  hand  which- did  not  respond  to  the  usual  treatment. 
Investigation  proved  tha  cause  to  be  Anthrax,  enquiries  at  his  place  of  yrork 
wore  inconclusive  and  the  man  recovered  quickly  with  the  ax3propria.te  treatment. 
This  accidental  infection  underlines  the  need  for  vigilant  supervision  of  this 
type  of  enployment. 

./ith  regard  to  Tuberculosis  it  ■'will  be  seen  from  the  tables  tha,t  during  19^7 
there  was  a decided  fall  in  the  nuiaber  of  ca.303  on  the  register.  The  year  started 
with  a total  of  137  ^nd  by  the  end  of  the  period  it  stood  at  II4  giving  a rate  of 
3 per  1000  population.  This  compares  well  with  a rate  of  6.2  per  1000  population 
ton  years  ago. 

Immunisation

Altliou^ii  the  raain  responsibility  for  the  district  water  supply  now  lies  with 
the  Ipswich  Corporation  ,/ater  Undertakin3,  there  are  certain  matters  connected 
with  water  concernins  which  the  Rural  District  Public  Health  Department  still  has 
an  active  interest  and  responsibility.  One  of  these  is  the  question  of  well 
water  and  its  priorit3r  and  suitability  for  all  domestic  purposes,  '.Tater  from 
shallo'w  wells  is  notoriously  liable  to  pollution  and  the  results  of  pollution 
can  be  serious.  For  a number  of  years  we  have  been  testing  \fell  waters  for  a 
certain  type  of  pollution  v/hich  can  bo  dangerous  to  young  children.  This  is 
nitrate  whoLch  is  normally  absent  from  a good  wholesome  water,  but  if  present  in 
anj'  appreciable  amount  in  well  water  used  for  infant  feeding  can  cause  a form 
of  cyanosis  - a dangerous  disease.  It  is,  however,  fairly  innocuous  for  older 
persons . 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  ‘we  are  informed  of  all  expected 
confinements  where  tho  domestic  water  supxjly  is  not  derived  from  the  public 
mains  and  we  sample  the  water  and  carrjr  out  a simple  test  for  nitrate.  If  this 
is  negative  and  the  water  contains  no  bacterial  contamination  no  action  is  taken. 
If  positive  however,  the  family  is  advised  about  alternative  sources  of  v-ator 
for  tho  infant.  The  following  table  indicates  the  results  over  the  past  10  ^u-ars

It  will  be  seen  that  as  the  mamber  of  wells  in  use  diminishes  the  nunbor 
of  samples  also  decreases.  The  percentage  of  unsafe  samples,  however,  is  falling 
even  more  rapidly  and  indicates  that  such  wells  as  still  remain  in  use  have  a 
more  wholesome  water  than  was  prevalent  earlier  in  the  period. 

In  previous  reports  I have  drawn  attention  to  the  virtual  absence  of 
fluoride  from  the  main  water  suppljr  and  the  Council  has  urged  the  County  Council 
as  Local  Healxh  Authority  to  arrange  for  the  deficiency  to  he  made  good.  It  is 
unforxunate  that  the  County  Council  was  unable  to  agree  to  this  measure  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  they  may  at  some  future  tine  give  the  matter  more  sympathetic 
consideration.

Year?  03-  3^Gar  the  consuxiption  of  water  per  head  of  the  po^julation  rises,  and 
the  cost  increa,sGs.  Fqually  costl3''  however,  is  the  business  of  getting  rid  of 
tho  '.water  after  it  has  served  its  purpose.  This  is  especially  so  in  a rural 
area  -where  small  villago  disposal  schemes  are  the  only  practicable  method. 

Doben  now  has  schemes  in  owmration  in  the  parishes  of  Alderton,  Kesgravo, 
Ilartlesham,  Helton,  Rushmero,  Trimley  St.  Martin,  Trimloy  St.  Mary  and  Yiclcham 
Market . 
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These  cover  the  more  populous  parishes  and  there  are  piers  for  extending  these 
facilities  to  sorae  of  the  smaller  parishes.  fork  on  the  Grundisburgh  , scheme 
should  be  finished  this  year  and  on  the  Kirton  ochemo  in  I969. 

fry  Refuse 


One  of  the  problems  rhich  vrill  demand  a solution  in  the  near  future  is  the 
disposal  of  dry  refuse,  hvery  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the  district  nith 
a regular  v/eekly  collection  of  household  refuse  and  this  har  become  an  established 
and  recognised  fact.  Unfortunately^,  however , the  disposal  of  the  refuse  has 
depended  on  the  use  of  such  pits  as  may  a.t  the  time  bo  available  for  reclamation, 
..‘hile  this  method  v/-as  satisfactory  \7hen  the  aj.iount  of  refuse  i/as  comparatively 
small  and  when  pits  were  plentiful,  the  present  situation  is  quite  different 
as  the  supply  of  reclainablo  pits  is  fast  running  out  a,nd  the  amount  of  refuse 
collected  is  increasing. 

The  solution  to  this  problem  is  not  easy  to  find,  but  found  it  must  be  in 
the  near  future  as  a natter  of  urgency. 

Inspections  and  vis its  by  xaiblic  Health  Inspectors 

There  is  no  satisfactory  alternative  to  personal  visits  and  inspections  by'- 
roperlyr  qualified  inspectors.  l\ot  only  does  it  moan  tha,t  information  is  obtained 
first  hand  but,  what  is  even  more  important,  it  affords  an  opportunity  to  the 
person  whose  premises  a.ro  visited  to  discuss  his  problems  and  obtain  advice  said 
help  in  solving  them. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  tha,t  the  ^lublic  Iljalth  Inspectors  carried  o’at 
nearly  6OOO  visits  and  inspections  during  tho  yesn:. 

Infectious  disease  heads  the  list  of  subjects  dena,nding  visits.  This  r/as,  of 
co'axse,  mainly  in  connection  with  Dysentery,  each  case  of  ;/hich  received  an 
average  of  7 visits  covering  investigation  and  supervision  until  clear. 

Among  the  more  in'portant  inspections  are  these  connected  with  the  food  trade 
and  food  handling.  Clean  food  handling  is  the  best  safeguead  against  such 
infections  as  Dysontory,  Pood  Poisoning  and  other  intestinal  diseases. 

fith  the  establishment  in  I96O  of  a permanent  site  for  the  Suffolk  Shori  on 
grounds  at  Buckloshcri,  this  authority  is  faced  annually  \Tith  tho  t8.sk  of  onsuring 
that  hygiene  and  sanitation  on  the  she.;  ground  is  maintained  o.t  an  acceptable 
l^vol.
